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MUR MAKES HIS MARK

Simon Mur 


And Hodgson Alerts Victory Coach 


rankston Pines teenager Simon Mur 

may be on the verge of trialling for 
a spot in Melbourne Victory’s youth 
squad after his coach, Doug Hodgson, 
contacted Victory assistant coach Steve 
Mautone and recommended that he look 
closely at the 19-year-old. 
If a dream move to Victory’s youth set-up 
came off it would complete a meteoric rise 
for Mur from the relative obscurity of State 
Three South-East ranks to the periphery of 
A-League glory in less than a year. It would 
also represent a triumph for hard work and 
persistence as the youngster is regularly 
one of the last to leave the training track, a 
habit he picked up at his boyhood club Ber- 
wick City where he made his senior debut 
at just 14 years old. 
For Hodgson the question of whether or 
not Mur can make it is a no-brainer. ““He’s 
sharp, he’s quick, he’s enthusiastic, he’s a 
very hard trainer and he wants to learn. He 
wants to progress in the game and he’s got 
the right attitude to make it,” said the Pines 
senior coach. Coming from a man who had 
a successful professional playing career in 
England that’s some recommendation. 
Mur and his Pines teammates were highly 
motivated on Saturday night. While it was 
a historic occasion with the unveiling of 
the Monterey Reserve floodlights, it was 
the memory of the treatment that Pines re- 
ceived when they went to Canberra to face 
the AIS earlier in the season that mattered 
most. 
“It was a debacle up there. We were treated 
like a bunch of lab rats. They (AIS) got 
changed after the game and disappeared to 
wherever they go to and just left us stand- 
ing there at the gates. The boys were really 
keen to get stuck into them last Saturday.” 
But it takes much more than motivation 
to overcome the challenge posed by Aus- 
tralia’s elite youngsters and although you 
could not question Pines’ commitment, the 
control, passing and off-the-ball movement 
was more than Pines could cope with and 
the AIS ran out a deserved 2-0 victor. 
One person who could be excused for 
having mixed feelings about Mur’s de- 
velopment is former Hakoah star and ex- 
Victorian state player Billy Jordanou. It 
was Jordanou’s decision to drop Mur from 
Berwick’s under-15 Super League side five 
years ago that unexpectedly provided the 
launching pad for a leap into senior ranks. 
Mur had started playing with Berwick as a 
six-year-old under the guidance of his dad, 
Perry, for some time now one of Victoria’s 
leading referees. The other two coaches 
that the young Mur had throughout his ju- 
nior career were Paul Eaton and Jordanou 
and while he describes Eaton as “a good 
coach and a very hard player who knew 
what he wanted” he is less complimentary 
about Jordanou. 
“Just let’s say that I wasn’t one of his fa- 
vourites. He dropped me out of his Super 
League side into the B team but back then 
Berwick’s senior coaches were asking the 
juniors to play in the reserves and Billy 
didn’t want to release his players.” 
That worked in Mur’s favour. Senior coach 
Terry Saunders saw to it that Mur and other 
youngsters were used in the reserves, in 
fact Mur made both his reserves and senior 
debuts on the same day against South Caul- 
field. It was in Provisional Two South-East 
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Frankston Pines’ teenage midfielder Simon Mur in action against the AIS last Saturday 
night under lights at Monterey Reserve. 


and after playing most of the reserves game 
he sat on the bench and came on as a substi- 
tute in the first team clash, a game Berwick 
won 3-2. 

The following season, 2004, Mur was a 
regular in the reserves and also made a 
couple of senior appearances but in 2005 he 
cemented his place in the first team, scor- 
ing eight goals as the Saunders-led outfit 
romped home in the Provisional One cham- 
pionship race nine points clear of the field. 
Berwick had a great first year in State 
League ranks finishing the 2006 season in 
fourth place in Division Three South-East 
but things went pear-shaped last season and 
the club had to wait until drawing the last 
game to stave off relegation. It was a sea- 
son that saw a lot of political infighting and 
one in which Saunders left and Joe Carroll 
took over as senior coach. 

“Tt was a hell of a struggle. When the coach 
left half the team left too. For me Terry 
Saunders was a very good coach from day 
one. He took a lot of the kids under his 
wing. We trained with the seniors, which 
was a big part of our development, and he 


always saw us as long-term prospects. He’s 
very passionate about the game and he gen- 
uinely cares about developing players. 
“Joe Carroll’s done all the (coaching) 
badges and his training drills are relevant to 
what you do on matchday but I just didn’t 
think that we had the personnel to do what 
he wanted us to do. I think we only won 
one game in the second half of the season 
and we didn’t really recruit to make up for 
the players we lost. 

“There was a lot of political stuff going on. 
Dad was president but I don’t think he’ II be 
president of anything ever again! The one 
good thing that came out of it from a per- 
sonal point of view is that I captained the 
first team in that last game. I like to think 
that I’m a leadership kind of person so I 
thought that that was great. I really enjoyed 
it.” 

When the dust had settled from last season 
Mur sat down with his father to discuss the 
future. When Phil Stubbins (now assistant 
to Aurelio Vidmar at A-League club Ad- 
elaide United) was senior coach at Rich- 
mond he’d shown some interest in signing 


the youngster but few clubs had made ap- 
proaches. 

Both father and son decided that it was time 
for a move and when Adam Jamieson, then 
senior coach at Pines, invited Mur to pre- 
season training the youngster responded 
enthusiastically. 

“I started pre-season on November 10 and 
I think I only missed two sessions. It was 
the longest pre-season I’d ever had and I 
had to make quite a few adjustments. I used 
to drink Coke every day but I gave that up 
and I changed my diet. I tried to set myself 
up for a good season because I didn’t know 
how I’d go against players at that standard. 
“I was on the bench three or four times 
when Adam was in charge. It was hard to 
break in to the team because he had a win- 
ning squad from the previous year. I spoke 
to Adam a couple of times just to find out 
where I was going wrong and what I need- 
ed to do.” 

It didn’t take long for Jamieson to notice 
that he had under his care a young player 
who was prepared to go the extra yards on 
the track. Mur would stay back regularly 
at the end of training sessions and do extra 
doggies, practice his crossing and generally 
work on a variety of aspects of his game. 
“A couple of guys at Berwick influenced 
me that way and it just became a habit to 
stay back and do extra stuff.” 

When Jamieson approached Mur near the 
end of January and told him that he wanted 
him to join Pines the response was immedi- 
ate. “All I said was ‘where do I sign’. I was 
rapt.” 

There’s no doubt though that Mur’s fortunes 
have brightened since the recent appoint- 
ment of Hodgson as Jamieson’s replace- 
ment. Hodgson now uses Mur in a wide left 
role and the teenager has been excelling in 
that position. 

“It was hard against Oakleigh the other 
week getting up and down the park but 
that’s what you have to do in that role. 
We’ve been playing a 3-5-2 system and it’s 
been working out well so far. The new boy 
in the middle, Sebastian (Booysen) from 
South Africa, is a breath of fresh air. He had 
a great game against Oakleigh.” 

Mur now finds himself in a position where 
he is re-evaluating his aims. He still has to 
cement his spot in the team but he already 
has achieved his main goal for 2008. 
“When the season started my aim was 
just to play senior football in the Premier 
League but when people start talking about 
Victory’s youth team and that sort of stuff 
you start thinking differently and maybe 
setting your goals a little bit higher.” 

How high? “Well P’'d jump at the chance 
to try out for Victory’s youth team. Who 
wouldn’t? But let’s not get ahead of our- 
selves right now.” 

And it’s that down-to-earth approach mixed 
with a strong work ethic that is allowing 
this young man to make his mark on Victo- 
rian football’s premier stage.

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JUVE SHOWS ITS STRIPE 


Despite a superb strike from Costa Rican star 
Carlos Hernandez, Melbourne Victory couldn’t 
contain the might of Italian giant Juventus, 
which overcame the home side 4-1 in front of 
43,357 fans at Telstra Dome on Friday. 

Hernandez fired a cracking long-dis- 
tance shot that squared the ledger on 57 minutes, 
before Italian internationals Raffaele Palladino 
and Marco Marchionni put Juventus in front and 
then sealed the result. 

Palladino calmly converted a penalty on 
64 minutes and registered his second with a clean 
shot from close range, which came moments after 
Marchionni netted a stunning header in the dying 
stages. 

Nicola Legrottaglie had the lively crowd 
on its feet early when he rose above the Victory 
defence and delivered a powerful header on six 
minutes in Juventus’ first match on Australian soil 
in nearly 25 years.

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REVENGE AT LAST 


Schwarzer Saves The Day, Kewell Clinical 


The Socceroos inflicted further pain on the 
Iraqi Football Federation on Sunday night, 
as the 2007 Asian Cup winners slumped to a 
1-0 loss in Brisbane. 

The defeat left Iraq cemented to the bottom of 
Group | in the third round of Asian Football 
Confederation World Cup Qualifiers, and 
allowed Australia to gain revenge for a 3-1 
humiliation at the hands of the Iraqis last year. 
Only seven days prior to the scheduled match 
at Suncorp Stadium, FIFA had provisionally 
suspended Iraq from international competition, 
due to political interference from the Iraqi 
government, which had left the match in 
jeopardy. 

The government’s decision to disband the 
country’s national sports federation had left 
FIFA will no option but to suspend the side, 
however, world football’s governing body 
decided to reverse this decision only three days 
later. 

It meant that the highly anticipated Group 1 
clash was given the go-ahead, but the end result 
was one which imposed additional damage on 
the Iraq Football Federation, after a tumultuous 
week of proceedings. 

In contrast, the Socceroos could not be in a 
more satisfying position after three matches. 
Sitting comfortably on top of their World Cup 
Qualifying group, currently six points clear of 
Iraq, Australia look likely to progress to the 
final stage of Asian qualification. 

A sensational Harry Kewell header was the 
difference between the sides on Sunday; 


however, the Socceroos were 
lucky to escape with all three 
points, despite dominating 62% 
of possession. 

Iraq created enough chances to 
have bagged a handful of goals, 
but a rock-solid Mark Schwarzer 
and the goal-frame prevented 
the Iraqis from striking the back 
of the Australian net. 

In a high tempo start, Iraq piled 
the pressure on the Aussie 
backline and within four minutes 
they were a whisker away from 
opening the scoring. 

A fiercely struck corner was 
only parried by Schwarzer as far 
as Iraqi midfielder Emad Mohammed, whose 
first-time effort struck the underside of the 
woodwork. 

Mohammed then produced the best of 
Schwarzer’s reflex actions; the No. 7’s close 
range shot forced the Aussie stalwart into a fine 
block with his trailing leg on 27 minutes after 
poor defending by Michael Beauchamp 
Without high-profile stars such as Tim Cahill, 
Mark Viduka and Lucas Neill, the likes 
of Vince Grella, Jason Culina and Marco 
Bresciano stepped up to control the midfield 
for the majority of the match against their 
Asian opponents, with Kewell running rampant 
up front. 

However, the absence of Neill at the back 
created a few nervous moments for the 
Socceroos. 

But the Lions of Mesopotamia, as they are 
affectionately known by their supporters, failed 
to punish the several openings which emerged 
from the unsettled partnership of Jade North 
and Beauchamp at the centre of defence. 

The two defenders had to thank Schwarzer on 
numerous occasions for their defensive lapses. 
On 36 minutes, North let his man, Younis 
Mahmoud, free at the near post, but luckily for 
the Newcastle Jets defender, the Iraqi captain 
sent his poorly directed header wide. 

There were few of the much publicised ‘Iraqi 
diving antics’ on display, despite both sides 
tackling hard and showing no love lost in the 


intriguing encounter. 

Australia continued their domination of 
possession in the second half, and within two 
minutes they took the lead through Aussie hero 
Kewell. 

A pinpoint Brett Emerton cross from the right 
met the well-timed jump of the Socceroo No. 
10, who buried clinically into the bottom corner 
of the Iraq net with a powerful header. 

The Socceroos continued to dominate the 
remaining periods of the match, but had to 
again thank veteran ‘keeper Schwarzer who 
produced a top class one-on-one save from 
Hawar Taher after a quick Iraqi counter-attack 
on 82 minutes. 

After a brief stoppage of play, due to two pitch 
invaders, the Iraqis finished the stronger and 
more aggressive side, continuously troubling 
the Australians. 

But the Socceroos held on to the final whistle, 
to confirm that there would be no repeat of their 
humiliating 3-1 loss at the hands of the Iraqis in 
last year’s Asian Cup. 

Australia’s other Group 1 opponents, China 
and Qatar, face off on Monday but even a 
win by second-placed Qatar cannot topple the 
Socceroos from their current spot on top of the 
group. 

Pim Verbeek’s side play their return World Cup 
Qualifying match against Iraq in Dubai next 
Saturday, where the weather may provide a 
harsh test for the Socceroos, with temperatures 
expected to be in the high 30s. 


LOWY FOCUSES ON 2010 


Football Federation Australia (FFA) 
Chairman, Frank Lowy AC, reaffirmed the 
organisation’s focus on the 2018 FIFA World 
Cup. 

“T want to make it clear that we are 
aiming to host the 2018 FIFA World Cup. 

“While I understand that there is a 
view emanating from Europe that it may well 
be the turn of Europe to be the hosts in 2018, 
the fact is football is a world game. 

“Europe has unquestionably been 
the focus of football growth and development 
for much of the past 80 years, but the future 
of football is in the ‘new world’ — that is, the 
developing and growing regions of the world 
such as Asia.” 

Mr Lowy said that Australia is part 
of the Asian Football Confederation which is 


the fastest growing region in world football, as 
well as having the fastest growing economy. 

He also said that FIFA has indicated 
that the bids for the 2018 and 2022 World Cups 
could be bundled together. 

“But I repeat that our focus is on 2018 
because it is a powerful way to develop football 
in the Asian region and we have the capacity to 
host a major sporting event in this timeframe.” 


He said that if Australia is not successful in 
2018 it does not rule out 2022. 

Mr Lowy also said that staging a 
major international event such as a World Cup 
has enormous economic and social benefits for 
the nation. 

He said that a 2004 study by URS 
Finance and Economics on the economic 


impact of the 2003 Rugby World Cup found 
that the total ‘value added’ to the Australian 
economy was $289 million. By comparison, 
the same study noted that the total value added 
for the Sydney Olympic Games was $6.5 
billion, and for the FIFA World Cup held in 
Japan and Korea in 2002 was $27.7 billion. 


“There is a cost to mounting a bid but, if 
successful, it is an investment which will pay 
dividends for the nation and future generations,” 
Mr Lowy said. 


“We are also confident that we have strong 
support from other countries around the world 
to bid for 2018, and we will be proceeding on 
this basis.”

Green Gully hosted Richmond knowing 
top place on the Fotxel Cup table was a 
possibility with a win, but that a loss could 
see the Eagles move into their second spot. 
Aweek earlier had seen a draw against 
Altona allow the Cavaliers hold second spot, 
with the Eagles beating Preston Lions to move 
into third. The only defeat for Gully all season 
had come against the Eagles at Kevin Bartlett 
Reserve in Round Two back in February. 

Campbell Banks had the ball bounce on the 
top of the crossbar in the third minute with a 
shot from outside the penalty area.

Nine Man Eagles Give Gully A Scare 


An Andy Vargas free-kick saw Burton head 
the ball across from the far post but Webster 
leapt high to strongly claim the ball. In the thirty- 
fourth minute Tilovski screwed a clearance 
wide under pressure, but no Richmond player 
was on hand to capitalise. 

The thirty-seventh minute saw Richmond 
reduced to ten men. Latinopoulos made a 
reckless challenge on Burton along the sideline, 
diving in to try and win the ball and catching 
him high. A straight red card was produced by 
Guiseffi, with Vargas picking up a yellow card 
in the arguing and protestations that followed. 

Three minutes later Vargas volleyed wide 
after a corner, but Gully were to take the lead 
before the break. A free-kick wide of the box 
on the right saw Burton drive the ball hard and 
low through a crowded area to put the home 
side ahead. 

Facing a difficult task to get anything out 
of the game, Richmond opened the second half 
in promising fashion. A good run from Richie 
Cardozo saw him pick up the ball on the left 
sideline near the corner, beat several men and 
get into the box before shooting across the face 
of goal in the fiftieth minute. 

Green Gully soon exploited their weight of 
numbers, and in a counter attack a minute later 
Vargas found himself in acres of space to the 
left of goal. He brought the ball into the box, 
drew a defender and Webster towards him 
before squaring to Koce Delev on his right for 
an easy finish. 

Things didn’t get any better for Richmond 
in the seventy-sixth minute when Jeff Fleming 
played in substitute Pedro de Olivera. With the

Brazilian well clear of any defenders on the left 
flank, Webster came out of the area and tried 
to slide tackle the ball away, felling de Olivera 
and receiving a red card. The Eagles withdrew 
Richie Cardozo to bring on Daniel Neesham in 
goal for his senior debut. 

At times the game resembled a training 
session, with the numerical advantage for 
the Cavaliers seeing chances created but 
wasted with less than clinical finishing. Stuart 
McCluskey kept his side together as much as 
possible, and Neesham made a good save when 
de Olivera found in space to the right of goal in 
the eighty-sixth minute. 

An inspirational performance from 
Goutzoiulis got a reward in the ninetieth 
minute, when a great run deep in the left corner 
saw him twist and turn his way into the box and 
unleash a powerful finish from an acute angle 
to pull the score back to 2-1.

JUST, the Jugoslav United Soccer Team, 
was founded in Melbourne in March 1950 
by Ivan Kuketz, a local hotelier and vice- 
president of the Brighton club where a 
number of recently-arrived Yugoslav players 
were playing. 

Kuketz had come to Australia from 
Europe in the 1930s and was of Croatian 
background. He was assisted by John Ivanovic. 
Harold Holt, then Minister for Immigration 
in the Menzies government, helped Kuketz 
to recruit players from Bonegilla and other 
migrant centres in Victoria, Canberra and New 
South Wales. 

JUST had a swift climb to the top 
level in Victorian football. It won Division 
Three South in 1950. In 1951 JUST was the 
only unbeaten team in Victoria as it ran away 
with Division Two and won the Dockerty 
Cup for the first time. Inside forward Stevo 
Zakomarac was one of the stars of the early 
1950s, representing Victoria against England 
in 1951 within a few months of his arrival. He 
had played with Radnicki in Belgrade before 
the war. Though there was always a strong core 
of Yugoslav players, JUST drew on talent from 
many countries. Spanish inside forward Jose 
‘Pepe’ Cubero shared the Argus Medal with 
Bob Wemyss in 1956. Maltese recruits Lolly 
and Tony Vella also starred with JUST in the 
1950s. 

Atthe time Juventus was the dominant 
team in Victorian football and JUST became 
one of its main challengers. JUST reached the 
First Division for the 1952 season, playing at 
Yarra Park. Then it moved to Orrong Park, 
Como Park and the Melbourne Showgrounds 
before settling in Footscray at Schintler 
Reserve in 1961 following amalgamation 
with, or perhaps more accurately, a take-over 
of Footscray Capri. JUST won the Victorian 
Division One championship in 1957 by four 
points from Moreland, though it had the league 
sewn up much earlier and took its foot off the 
pedal in the last few rounds. This was the final 
season before the start of the State League in 
1958. 

JUST’s record was stunning. It won the State

First Division Champions 1957 | 
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Rale Rasic arrived from Belgrade in 1962, 
thanks to the assistance of Tiko Jelisavcic 
who was player-coach at Yugal in Sydney. 
In his autobiography, Rasic describes the 
move as ‘going from living on the French 
Riviera to living in the Stone Age’. But JUST 
was welcoming and had a cadre of top class 
players including Frank Micic, Billy Rice, Jim 
Milisavljevic, Cec Dickson and later Tommy 
Stankovic. In 1963 JUST won the State League 
and the Dockerty Cup. In 1964 Rasic returned 
to Jugoslavia to do his national service, but also 
undertook a university degree, and came back 
to Australia when that was done in January

had been split in 1984. Saved from relegation, 
JUST bounced back in 1986 to record its best 
ever finish as runner-up to Brunswick United 
Juventus. In the finals series, JUST reached 
the Southern Division Grand Final going 
down by two goals to one against Adelaide 
City at Olympic Park. Jugoslav legend, Drago 
Sekularac was coach of the year in 1986. Ossie 
Latif was top scorer for JUST that year with 8 
goals. But this proved to be JUST’s swansong. 
In the next two years it finished well down the 
table and in 1989 it came second last and was 
relegated. 

JUST played in the Victorian State 
League as Melbourne City JUST in 1990. Ken 
Knight was Secretary. In 1991 it was down 
to State League Division One following the 
inception of the Victorian Premier League and 
it had been colonised by South Americans. 
Mr J Pacheco took over as Secretary and 
all connection with the Jugoslav/Serbian 
community was severed. In 1994 when in 
Division Three Melbourne City moved to Keilor 
Park Reserve, so the Footscray connection also 
disappeared. 
Over the years JUST had many top class players 
including Ivan Pikl, Branko Buljevic, Slobodan 
Zoraja and Mendo Ristovski, while coach 
Pepe Dugina helped develop Socceroo stars 
including Oscar Crino and Alan Davidson.

JUST, the Jugoslav United Soccer Team, 
was founded in Melbourne in March 1950 
by Ivan Kuketz, a local hotelier and vice- 
president of the Brighton club where a 
number of recently-arrived Yugoslav players 
were playing. 

Kuketz had come to Australia from 
Europe in the 1930s and was of Croatian 
background. He was assisted by John Ivanovic. 
Harold Holt, then Minister for Immigration 
in the Menzies government, helped Kuketz 
to recruit players from Bonegilla and other 
migrant centres in Victoria, Canberra and New 
South Wales. 

JUST had a swift climb to the top 
level in Victorian football. It won Division 
Three South in 1950. In 1951 JUST was the 
only unbeaten team in Victoria as it ran away 
with Division Two and won the Dockerty 
Cup for the first time. Inside forward Stevo 
Zakomarac was one of the stars of the early 
1950s, representing Victoria against England 
in 1951 within a few months of his arrival. He 
had played with Radnicki in Belgrade before 
the war. Though there was always a strong core 
of Yugoslav players, JUST drew on talent from 
many countries. Spanish inside forward Jose 
‘Pepe’ Cubero shared the Argus Medal with 
Bob Wemyss in 1956. Maltese recruits Lolly 
and Tony Vella also starred with JUST in the 
1950s. 

Atthe time Juventus was the dominant 
team in Victorian football and JUST became 
one of its main challengers. JUST reached the 
First Division for the 1952 season, playing at 
Yarra Park. Then it moved to Orrong Park, 
Como Park and the Melbourne Showgrounds 
before settling in Footscray at Schintler 
Reserve in 1961 following amalgamation 
with, or perhaps more accurately, a take-over 
of Footscray Capri. JUST won the Victorian 
Division One championship in 1957 by four 
points from Moreland, though it had the league 
sewn up much earlier and took its foot off the 
pedal in the last few rounds. This was the final 
season before the start of the State League in 
1958. 

JUST’s record was stunning. It won the State

First Division Champions 1957 | 
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Rale Rasic arrived from Belgrade in 1962, 
thanks to the assistance of Tiko Jelisavcic 
who was player-coach at Yugal in Sydney. 
In his autobiography, Rasic describes the 
move as ‘going from living on the French 
Riviera to living in the Stone Age’. But JUST 
was welcoming and had a cadre of top class 
players including Frank Micic, Billy Rice, Jim 
Milisavljevic, Cec Dickson and later Tommy 
Stankovic. In 1963 JUST won the State League 
and the Dockerty Cup. In 1964 Rasic returned 
to Jugoslavia to do his national service, but also 
undertook a university degree, and came back 
to Australia when that was done in January 
1966. He began his coaching career with JUST 
and then with the Victorian State team and in 
1970 succeeded ‘Uncle’ Joe Vlasits as coach of 
the Socceroos. 

In the 1970s the club continued to pile 
up championships and cups and Footscray JUST 
was a founder member of the National Soccer 
League in 1977 under its dynamic president

League in 1963, 1969, 1971 and 1973, the 
Dockerty Cup in 1951, 1963 and 1976, the 


Tony Kovac. In 1985 it finished in last place

(1965 according to the VSF), the Australian 
Ampol Cup in 1960 and the State League Cup

had been split in 1984. Saved from relegation, 
JUST bounced back in 1986 to record its best 
ever finish as runner-up to Brunswick United 
Juventus. In the finals series, JUST reached 
the Southern Division Grand Final going 
down by two goals to one against Adelaide 
City at Olympic Park. Jugoslav legend, Drago 
Sekularac was coach of the year in 1986. Ossie 
Latif was top scorer for JUST that year with 8 
goals. But this proved to be JUST’s swansong. 
In the next two years it finished well down the 
table and in 1989 it came second last and was 
relegated. 

JUST played in the Victorian State 
League as Melbourne City JUST in 1990. Ken 
Knight was Secretary. In 1991 it was down 
to State League Division One following the 
inception of the Victorian Premier League and 
it had been colonised by South Americans. 
Mr J Pacheco took over as Secretary and 
all connection with the Jugoslav/Serbian 
community was severed. In 1994 when in 
Division Three Melbourne City moved to Keilor 
Park Reserve, so the Footscray connection also 
disappeared. 
Over the years JUST had many top class players 
including Ivan Pikl, Branko Buljevic, Slobodan 
Zoraja and Mendo Ristovski, while coach 
Pepe Dugina helped develop Socceroo stars 
including Oscar Crino and Alan Davidson.

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SA CLUBS CEMENT PLACES IN BEST LEAGUE 


Round 10 heralded in the start of the 
second half of the FFSA Super League 
season with opportunities for clubs to 
cement places on the Table up for grabs.

Modbury down on strength with 
their own exclusion of Scott Weidenbach 
out serving suspension did however start 
the game strongly, immediately having an 
impact on the game. The Jets had plenty of 
the ball early on, Chris Dean menacing in 
front of goals but unable to convert, missing 
a couple of chances created by his midfield. 
White City however, were more effective 
with their possession, working smartly to 
get the ball up front through some good 
passages of play. A super run by Warrior 
Angelo Arambatzis in the 20th minute saw 
him break through the Jets defence, his 
shot at goal saved strongly by Jets keeper 
Michael Ball. But seventeen minutes later

Brinias handling them easily. The start of 
the second half saw Jets coach Duane Gray 
make two substitutions to bring fresh legs 
on, also moving Day up front to increase 
their scoring ability and bringing David 
Crowl to the back to counteract that move. 
But an early goal at the start of the second 
half by White City’s Robert Macdonald that 
comprehensively beat the Modbury defence 
and keeper put the Jets further behind 
the eight ball, added unwanted pressure 
on the side. Some good lead up work by 
Warriors Liam Chandler and Keens gave 
Arambatzis another chance to score, but a 
perfectly timed tackle by Modbury’s Nick 
“The Whiz” Simpson stopped what could 
have been White City’s third goal. Young 
Chandler’s luck changing soon after, when 
he received his second yellow only moments 
later to finish his days play. Another 
inspirational performance by Jet’s Captain 
Nathan Day, working tirelessly to peg back 
a goal and playing out the game with an 
injury but it was a White City playing with 
more intencity and football savvy that saw 
them take out the victory and give Coach 
Adrian Santrac something to smile about. A 
disappointed Jets Coach Duane Gray said, 
“We are letting ourselves down making 
basic errors in bad areas which sees us being 


punished by our opposition. Out lack of a 
quality finisher is now proving costly.” 


The Paddocks hosted the only night game 
where a determined seventh placed Para 
Hills Knights were defeated by second 
placed Adelaide City 1-0. Both teams were 
in high spirits with City winning their past 
four league matches and Knights striker 
Mark Mulady coming off a hat trick in their 
last weeks 3-0 win against Galaxy. City 
were quick offthe blocks, creating a forward 
attack almost immediately, Damian Mori 
with a classic run down the left of field first 
and moments later down the right trying 
to snatch the early goal. It was all City for 
the first ten to fifeteen minutes charging 
forward, with Nick Budin involved in 
absolutely everything. But the few times 
the Knights did get the ball within this 
period, they provided great opportunities 
for Stephen Stam upfront with nothing 
to show. At the 25 minute mark, Knights 
keeper was put under pressure as passes 
ricocheted in front of him just outside the 
box, Mori picking up the loose ball inside 
the box to snatch the first and only goal of 
the match, his tenth for the season which 
takes him to the top of the leading goal 
scorers list. Stam had the chance to equalize 
five minutes later but adrenalin getting the 
better of him, blasted the ball way over 
the top of goal. In the 40th minute Mulady 
too was presented with a chance to put the 
Knights on level terms, but City keeper 
Ben Moore parried the shot down to deny 
the goal. The Knights were in all out attack 
mode, dominating the last ten minutes of 
the first half, Moore called to action time 
and time again to prevent that equalizer 
from coming which gave the Knights 
something positive to go into the break 
with. The Knights took up from where they 
left off, into attack at the start of the second 
half with chances by Michael Marrone and 
Joel Allwright, both being taken safely by 
Moore. A golden opportunity was missed 
by Mulady in front of an open goal in the 
57th minute, his shot going wayward. City 
regained control of the match for the middle 
part of the half, Kristian Rees playing a 
great role in that control but the Knights 
defence were holding up well to prevent any 
further scoring chances. An unbelievable 
moment coming towards the end of the 
match when a free kick by Knights Nicky 
Orr, saw Marrone getting on the end of 
it, his kick sending the ball bouncing in 
front of goal and hitting the x-bar. Then as 
keeper Moore was found out of position 
the ball came bulleting back towards goal 
with a City player lunging into a prostrate 
position on the goal line stopping the shot. 
Para Hills spectators were mortified with 
what they thought was going to be a certain 
penalty but not awarded by the referee. It 
was a case of what was it going to take 
for the Knights to score, after the tidal 
wave after wave of attack came but being 
unable to finish. As brilliant as we have 
seen City play in previous weeks, it would 
be difficult to argue that they walked away 
with a very lucky win this time. At games 
end, the officials and Mori were jeered off 
the pitch, Knights fans voicing their disgust 
loudly and strongly. Knights striker Mark 
Mulady said, “Tonight’s result was really 
disappointing but we have to look to the 
next game and hope we do better.” 
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The Sutherland Sharks secured a three- 
point lead at the top of the TeleChoice 
Premier League table, downing rivals 
Manly United 1-0 at Cromer Park. 
Elsewhere, draws were the order of the 
day, with Sydney Olympic and Marconi, 
APIA-Leichhardt and Wollongong, and 
the West Sydney Berries and Penrith- 
Nepean all sharing the points. In the battle 
of the basement, the Macarthur Rams 
inflicted yet more misery on last year’s 
champions Blacktown, defeating them 1-0 
at Campbelltown. 


Sydney United 1 —- Bankstown City 0 
Sydney United kept up the pressure on the 
top two with a hard-fought 1-0 win over the 
Bankstown City Lions at King Tomislav 
Oval. 

It only took United two minutes to open the 
scoring; following a melee on the left-hand 
side of the Bankstown penalty area, the ball 
broke to Ben Vidaic, completely unmarked 
in the centre. With ample time to pick his 
shot, he slotted the ball coolly past Zlatko 
Joseski in the Bankstown goal. 

The rest of the half was fairly uninspiring. 
Luka Glavas had a good chance to double 
his side’s lead when a right-wing cross from 
Ivo Bosnar reached him on 14 minutes, but 
he could only head the ball into Joseski’s 
waiting arms. Soon afterwards, Glavas did 
get the ball past the Bankstown ’keeper with 
a deft lob after nipping past his marker, but 
the Bankstown defence managed to clear 
the ball off the line. 

United began to sit back and entice their 
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opponents forward, and they received 
plenty of chances on the break as a result. 
The first of these arrived on 23 minutes, 
when Vidaic was set free on the left; taking 
one touch too many, he allowed Joseski to 
smother his eventual shot. Then, thirteen 
minutes later, Vidaic turned provider, when 
his neat touch set Luka Glavas racing for 
goal in acres of space. Glavas, too, hesitated 
at the crucial moment, and the chance was 
gone. 

On 41 minutes it was Glavas again, and 
another moment of indecision saw his 
eventual shot rebound to Petar Markovic, 
who blazed over the bar with his weaker 
left foot. 1-0 at the half, but United should 
really have killed the game off in the 
opening period. 

Glavas, who had been involved in a nasty 
clash of heads towards the end of the half, 
was replaced by Elsid Barkhousir at the 
break. On 49 minutes, the United substitute 
had an excellent chance when he was 
played in on goal by Vidaic; emulating 
the injured Glavas, Barkhousir took 
several unnecessary touches and allowed 
the Bankstown defence to regroup just in 
time.

United had yet another chance to extend 
their lead on 84 minutes, when Markovic, 
now playing on the left, darted past his 
man and thumped a shot at goal, only for 
Joseski to punch clear. Bankstown nearly 
punished United for their many missed 
chances three minutes later, when some 
crisp interpassing around the United area 
ended with a fierce shot at goal by Shane 
Webb. Vedran Janjetovic dived to his left 
and pushed the ball just wide. 

The last few minutes were frantic at both 
ends. Barkhousir, breaking upfield on the 
right, managed to round his marker but 
Joseski came off his line in time, and was 
clumsily fouled by the United sub. At the 
other end, two Bankstown substitutes 
combined for the visitors’ last chance: 
Ibrahim Haydar planted a fine cross on the 
head of Paul Harries, but the latter headed 
over. 

There was time for an audacious (and very 
nearly successful) attempt by Ivo Bosnar to 
lob Joseski from sixty yards, and then the 
whistle blew. United remain well-placed 
for the season’s home stretch.

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“We’re on a mission. We’re aiming to 
go unbeaten for the course of the season 
and hold the Foxtel Cup at the end of it.” 
Matt Tomas is a man who doesn’t mince 
his words and usually gets what he wants, 
declaring the intention when I met him at 
his Brooklyn office during the week. 
Tomas is a former Knights goalkeeper who 
made his NSL debut as a 16 year old. These 
days he’s the Melbourne Knights chairman 
and the managing director of Elite Cranes - 
one of Somers Street’s major sponsors. 

A Knights team picture and a Knights shirt 
take pride of place on the boardroom wall 
amongst a collection of other sporting 
memorabilia. One is of a huge picture of a 
Surf Life Savers Club boat (complete with 
Elite Cranes banner down the side of the 
boat) crashing through the waves. 

The Knights, it could be said, are riding their 
own crest of a wave at the moment. They’re 
top of the league at the halfway point of 
the season, still undefeated and showing 
elements of a fighting spirit usually reserved 
for genuine championship contenders — last 
minute winners and late equalisers being a 
noticeable reoccurring theme this year. 

It’s no secret the proud club based in 
Melbourne’s western suburbs and founded 
by Croatian immigrants in 1953 has 
experienced its fair share of adversity in 
recent times. Ironically, on the brink of 
possible extinction and somewhat shunned 
by the witch doctors of the modern football 
movement, the club could still boast no 
less than three of its former players (Mark 
Viduka for the Australia, Josip Simunic and 
Joey Didulica for Croatia) participating at 
the World Cup Finals of 2006. 

Since then the club has managed to 
consolidate its presence in Victorian football 
once again and last season was only one 
game away from a grand final berth. A far 
cry from the year before when the club faced 
relegation to the State League square in the 
face, and were saved the indignity by virtue 
of goal difference in the final standings. 

The appointment of Chris Taylor as coach 
has brought a sense of stability to the usually 
volatile position at Somers Street. Taylor 
of course, worked wonders previously at 
the Sunshine Georgies with a permanent 
shoestring budget and is now relishing the 
role at the Knights, thanks to the resurrection 
that is taking place at Knights Stadium. 
Over the last 18 months the club has been 
working tirelessly off the field in a bid to 
restore some lost pride back into the flagship 
Victorian club. The ground has been given 
a long overdue facelift, with much time and 
almost $300,000 spent improving facilities, 
and ties with Croatian giant, Dynamo Zagreb, 
have also been forged. Although the door 
is well and truly shut to play and compete 
in Australia’s national competition, the 
association with Zagreb does open a window 
to Europe for its better players to pursue. So 
far, Daniel Visevic and Mate Dugandzic 
have reignited the link that previously saw 
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Knights Chairman, Matt Tomas 


KNIGHTS FIGHT TO STAY ELITE

Socceroos Mark Viduka and Eddie Krncevic 
make a similar move before they went on to 
distinguished playing careers abroad. 

Does he reckon the Knights can go all the 
way? “If we stay focused and committed to 
each other and on the job, then there’s no 
reason we can’t go all the way. Chris Taylor 
is a one of the best coaches going around and 
he’s definitely given us the stability we’ve 
needed. Of course, there’s a few other clubs 
that will be sharing the ambition, but it will 
certainly be an interesting second half of the 
season. Don’t forget, a couple of years back 
the club nearly dropped a division, but for 
a penalty kick on the last day of the season, 
so we’re very happy to get the club back up 
where it belongs and competing at the top 
end of the table.” 


Although the Knights look like they’ ve finally 
got their “mojo” back, Tomas is determine 
to look to the future and holds some strong 
thoughts on the state of the Foxtel Cup and 
the FFV’s proposed Summer League. 

Not one to shy away from tackling the issues 
and speaking his mind, Tomas was pretty 
candid when prompted by Goal! Weekly to 
share his thoughts regarding the Summer 
League. 

“They need to understand that clubs are 
being suffocated and it’s an ethnic cleansing 
agenda that I’m totally disgusted with it. If 
this is meant to be a fix for the game then I’m 
absolutely dumfounded.” 

“T honestly don’t understand the reasoning 
why we want to go and create more clubs, 
when there’s enough to go round already. We 


should be working together with what we’ve 
got and looking to help the clubs that already 
exist. We need to integrate closer with our 
local communities and try and help improve 
the league.” 

Just like when he defended the Knights goal 
line as a goalkeeper, Tomas is not afraid to 
defend his club as chairman. 

“At the moment, it’s as if they’re deliberately 
trying to undermine anything we do, who we 
are and what we stand for. They make it very 
difficult for anyone to run a successful club, 
and continue to try and force us down the 
pecking order. You just have to look at the 
lack of promotion done for the league to see 
what I mean. If people want a war, then I’m 
ready for it. I’ve got no hesitation sticking up 
for what I believe in. The Summer League is 
just another slap in the face for the clubs that 
are currently trying to ply their trade.” 

It appears obvious that Tomas holds high 
ambitions for the Knights and is frustrated 
at the apparent obstacles the powers that be 
are placing in the way of progress for clubs 
outside the A-league. 

Tomas stresses that with no proper “carrot” 
for the Premier League clubs of Australia to 
strive for it makes it very difficult for clubs 
to attract spectators and sponsorship, while 
the purpose and the incentive of the Premier 
Leagues is unsatisfactory. Is it frustrating 
being sentenced to a second tier competition 
when the club has reached the pinnacle of 
Australian football and crowned national 
champions on two occasions? 

“The whole sport of football was spread 
throughout the world by migrants. And some 


of the biggest and most successful clubs that 
exist and compete around the world today 
were founded along the same lines as to 
how a lot of clubs here in Australia were 
originally established. Some thrived, some 
died, some are happy being where they are, 
and some aren’t. The fact of the matter is we 
don’t have a proper promotion/ relegation 
system that incorporate all the divisions in 
Australia - which in my view is a restriction 
of trade. I wonder if they brought it up at 
the FIFA congress in Sydney what everyone 
would have to say about it. I reckon there’d 
be an outrage! What they’ve done and what 
they’re trying to do is bordering on the verge 
of sporting discrimination and genocide. ” 
Tomas went on to add, “Some of the biggest 
migrant clubs in other parts of the world have 
been able to hold on to their roots and still 
play football at the elite level of competition 
in their country, but for some reason we seem 
to be facing issues here when we’ve only 
had 200 years of history. It just goes to show 
how immature we really are. This country is 
meant to be a democracy, but there appears 
to be hidden agendas.” 

“Football is like a religion, and people just 
can’t go and change their religions on a 
whim just because some marketing guy says 
so. I ask all the Foxtel Cup clubs to wake up 
and open their eyes and join together to fight 
for their future and the whole ethos of what 
makes us what we are”.
